DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-10, 12-15, 17, 18, and 21-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 6, 14, and 18, as indicated in the previous Office Action, Bantz 
et al., Yamakazi, Shimura, and Hon et al. do not disclose or suggest that an error signal 
is output when the comparison signal is beyond a predefined range. 

Regarding claims 9 and 13, as indicated in the previous Office Action, Bantz et 
al., Yamakazi, Shimura, and Hon et al. do not disclose or suggest detecting patterns in 
the comparison signal to detect a certain type of error in the transcribed text. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
